Hoed Jensen, 
a 
m ember of the graduating class 
at 
G ettysburg College. 
T he petition 
of M r. 
Alexander was 
before the 
court on June 6, 1921, but disposition 
was reserved until Marie Alexander, 
wife of the applicant for citizenship, 
who 
had been 
residing in 
Baden, 
G erm any, with her two children, was 
brought to this country. 
It is said 
th a t M rs. Alexander arrived a t the 
port of 
New York 
some 
time in 
March, and is now residing with her 
husband a t B ittinger’s. 
John Alexander was born in Lechin, 
G ermany, in I860 and is now' 55 years 
old. 
A rriving at the port of New 
York on 
A ugust 13, 
1909, he has 
been employed as a laborer in var­ 
ious p a rts of the country, but more 
recently was in the employ 
of the 
Bethlehem Steel company a t 
their 
quarry near B ittinger’s Station. 
His declaration of intention, 
the 
first step in securing naturalization 
papers and citizenship were filed in 
the office of G. H arry Roth, prothon- 
otary .of the local courts, on April 
12, 1918. 
His petition to the Court 
was filed July 23, 1920. 
In his declaration of intention. M r. 
Alexander 
renounces 
all 
allegiance 
and sovereignty to “G erm any or any 
independent state within the bounds 
of the 
form er 
German E m p ire .” 
W itnesses to his declaration of in­ 
tention are C. H . Bittinger, of Ber­ 
wick township, and Paul A . Hoke, of 
H anover. 
M r. 
Jensen* whose petition will 
come before the Court for the first 
tim e Monday, was born in Aalborg, 
Denmark, in 1898. 
He is 24 years 
old and has been in this country for 
the past four 
years, during which 
tim e he has been a student at Get­ 
tysburg Academy and College. Since 
residing in this country, he h a s . not 
returned to D enm ark. 
During his 
sum m er vacations, he has been em­ 
ployed in G ettysburg. 
He is un­ 
married . 
M r. Jensen 
graduates this year 
from College 
with 
the 
degree of 
Bachelor of Science. 
W itnesses 
to 
his petition, which was filed Septem ­ 
ber 19, 1918, are Charles H . Huber 
and C. B. Dougherty.

his petition, 
M r.

Tract of One Hundred Acres Se* 
cured For Camp And Another 
For Manoeuvre Field. 


A rrangem ents are now being rapid­ 
ly completed for the encampm ent of 
th** contingent of Marines, which will 
come here about June 23 from Q uan­ 
tico, Virginia, to camp on the battle­ 
field for two weeks, during which time 
they will stage their annual manoeu­ 
vres. 
On Monday evening, Major Kings­ 
bury, arrived in G ettysburg and on 
Tuesday viewed the prospective site 
of the camp, which will be occupied 
during their stay here. Major Kings­ 
bury also planned the lay out of the 
camp, during the visit. 
W ednesday morning, Captain Sniffln 
and, C aptain Moore came here by air­ 
plane and npent the day securing the 
necessary leases for the ground to be 
occupied both by the camp and the 
m anoeuvre field. 
During their stay 
here, they secured permission for the 
use of one hundred acres of ground lo­ 
cate north of the Virginia State monu­ 
m ent and along Confederate Avenue. 
This plot is to Is* used as the site 
for the camp and is owned by the 
Government, the tenant being William 
Redding. 
They also secured leases to 
a tra c t of land at the railroad woods, 
ju st beyond the brick yard. 


This plot is about seventy five acres 
in size, part 
of which 
is owned 
by 
the Government and the rem ainder by 
private individuals. 
It is the plan of 
the officers to use this plot of ground 
for the manoeuvre field, form ations 
I being made at the brick plant. 
This 
I has nothing to do, however, with the 
reproduction of the Pickett’s Charge, 
which will be given over the ground, 
which Pickett’s men actually traversed 
in their attack on the Union lines. This 
charge will be reproduced on July 3 
and again on July 4 as previously an­ 
nounced.

Pennsylvania’s

million 
school children, 100,000 were found 
to be suffering from either stutter­ 
ing, 
stammering, 
lisping, 
lolling, 
tongue-tie, 
nasality or 
rasping or 
adenoid voice. 
Realizing that 
the 
fundamental purpose of the schools 
is to train for complete citizenship 
and that it is an economic and legiti­ 
mate duty of the state to remove this 
handicap, a 
state-wide 
campaign, 
the first of its 
kind in educational 
history, was begun last September. 
The purpose was the eradication of 
all forms of speech defect and rapid 
progress has been made in this pro­ 
gram. 
Under the direction of Miss Helen 
Peppard, director of Speech Correc­ 
tion, clinics open to adults as well 
as children have been held in all sec­ 
tions of 
the state, 
the attendance 
ranging from 
150 to 
400. 
These 
clinics have shown that speech cor­ 
rection belongs to the teacher rather 
than the family physician. 
In ac­ 
cordance with this 
theory, courses 
in speech correction h^ve been or­ 
ganized in all the large cities find 
at the Normal and Teacher Training 
Schools. 


A t each of these centers, clinics 
are regularly held, and at every one

This money was 
afterw ards pooled with the prep build­ 
ing’s subscription and the present new 
Academy building resulted.” Here are 
the facts: Near the end of Dr. Gran­ 
ville’s second year as president of our 
college he asked me to assist him in 
completing the Debt 
and Endowment 
Fund. 
He had already secured a promise 
of $50,000 from 
the General 
Educa­ 
tional Board conditioned on his 
first 
paying a debt of $30,000, which was 
then resting on the college and on his 
raising an additional $150,000, to be 
used along with their gift to increase 
our endowment. 
In the spring of Dr. 
Granville’s 
third year 
in office 
the 
Debt and Endowment Fund was suc­ 
cessfully completed 
with cash 
and 
pledges amounting approximately to 
$234,000. 
During all that time there 
had been no movement on foot to pro­ 
cure funds for a College Science Hall. 
President, faculty, alumni, and friends 
were helping the Debt and Endowment 
Fund only and the subscriptions were 
so written. 
Soon after Commencement, when we 
had both rested from a solid year’s in­ 
tensive struggle, no vacations, in beg­ 
ging this money, I went to Dr. Gran­ 
ville with this proposition. 
I had long 
cherished 
a dream of making 
some­ 
thing of “ Old Prep” . I told him that 
there was considerable territory still 
untouched, that with

and experience we had gathered, we 
should go for a building fund of $100,- 
000 with which we would erect a mod­ 
ern Academy building and a Science 
H all.

and me, on 
June 14, 1913. This was I 
!the first definite 
plan for a Science* 
.Hull presented to the Board. 
It was i 
my own suggestion and my services I 
were offered only on condition that I 
•should get the new Academy Building. ‘ 
We took up our work sincerely 
and 
confidently but at once we met with 
two serious disappointments. 
We were both of the opinion 
that 
•we could secure a second gift from the 
General Educational Board for twenty- 
five per cent of this amount, but when 
Dr. Granville interviewed their execu­ 
tive secretary, he was informed that 
they 
gave only 
to endowments and 
would not participate in any building 
program . 
Again, very shortly after 
the beginning of our canvass, a pro­ 
found business depression set in—the 
very opposite of that prevailing dur­ 
ing the Debt 
and Endowment Drive. 
Dr. Granville, S . F . Snyder, and 
I 
gave one solid year 
and a good por­ 
tion of a second year in gathering only 
$66,000. 
This 
amount 
represented 
about 1800 subscriptions whereas the 
[$234,000 
for the 
Debt and 
Endow­ 
m en t 
Fund was given by only 
1200 
subscribers. 
j 
The second fund required immense­ 
l y more physical effort, as it was car­ 
nied on largely in rural communities, 
with 
the 
people 
widely 
scattered. 
I Then facing such conditions and wear­ 
ied physically and mentally with three 
years of constant money begging, we 
stopped with about 
$66,000. 
As we 
could 
not start both 
buildings under 
.such conditions, the Board did the only 
thing they could decently and honor­ 
ably do at that time in view of my 
services and compact. 
It authorized 
the erection of the Academy 
Build­ 
ing, June 7, 1915.
